JUDGE COMMENDS 
JURY FOR VERDICT 


Declares Decision 
May Stop Women From 
Shooting Men in Future 
and Going Scot Free.

New York, June 17.—The youngest 
girl ever tried for homicide in New 
York was found guilty tonight when 
a jury brought in a verdict of man- 
slaughter in the first degree against 
17-year-old Dorothy’ Perkins. 

Dorothy, described by her counsel 
as a “product of tenements and the 
daughter of a drunkard, born to live 
and die in misery,” was accused of 
shooting her sweetheart, Thomas 
Templeton. 

Calls for Her Mother. 


As she was being carried from the 
court room, Dorothy began to revive, 
pressed her right hand against her 
forehead and -moaned: “Mamma, 
mamma.” 

The crime, of which she was found 
‘guilty, is punishable by a maximum 
of from 10 to 20 years’ imprisonment. 
Judge McIntyre will pass sentence 
Monday. 

The jury, the cimeitiaee of which 
all were fathers of girls, reported 
the verdict at 11:59 o'clock, after de- 
liberating two hours and 59 minutes. 

Judge Commends Verdice. 

“You have returned the proper 
verdict,” Judge McIntyre told the ju- 
rors. “Too many times women have 
appeared in these, courts on murder 
charges and have appealed to man’s 
nature. In many instances, they 
escaped punishment successfully. A 
verdict like this may stop women 
from shooting men in the. future.” 

Four of the jurors stood out until 
near the end for murder in the first 
degree. The rest of the jurors were 
fairly evénly divided between first 
and scond degree manslaughter ver- 
dicts. 

The girl faintedas the foreman an- 
nounced the verdict. 

Two court officers, stationed near 
her, caught her as she fell. Attempts 
to revive her by slapping her wrists 
failed, and Judge McIntyre held that 
the defendant was in no condition to 
answer the reutine questions following 
conviction. 

Calm As Jury Retired. 


The accused girl, who had broken 
down frequently during the early days 
of t¥e trial, was calm as the jury left 
the court room. 

Presiding Judge MeIntyre, in his 
charge to the jury, went over the evi- 
dence and said that Dorothy's ase and 
sex should not interfere with the ver- 
dict. She had violated the Sivan 
law, he said, by carrying the pistol 
with which Templeton was killed. 


Templeton, a 20-year-old war vet- | 


eran, was shot and killed at a Valen- 
tine day party at the Perkins house 
on February 14, last. The state al- 
léged that Dorothy shot him because 
she resented a remark he made about | 
Michael Connors, 40, a married man, 
with whom she had had intimate rela- 
tions. Dorothy said taat she loved 
Templeton and that he was shot dur- 
ing a struggle between herself and her 
father for possession of the weapon.

IN MANY OFFICES 


Mayor Expected To Sign 
New Sheet for June if 
It Passes Council Ses- 
sion Today. 


After slashing approximately $60,- 
000 in anticipated receipts from the 
finance sheet rejected Monday when 
city council sustained Mayor Siins 
veto, the finance committee of the 
council, in an all-day session Wednes- 
day, completed a new sheet for pres- 
entation to general council at this 
afternoon’s Wourned meeting. 

In addition to cutting anticipated 
revenues the committee eliminated 
practically all funds set aside in the 
original June sheet for street *m- 
'provement work; cut several salaries ; 
yoted to eliminate two positions pro- 
vided for in the other sheet, and sliced 
‘operating expenses for almost etery 
city department. 

In all, apportionments contained in 
the first sheet were reduced approxi- 
mately $47,860, while the school de- 
partment’s share is cut by $12,442, 
the two items equalling the slash in 
anticipated revenues. 

New Positions Created. 

However, several small increases 
are included in the sheet adopted hy 
the committee Wednesday and three 
new positions at Grady hospital are 
created. 

Shown the sheet after it was com- 
pleted Mayor Sims said that he prob- 
ably will approve it if it is passed by 
council this afternoon. The latter 
action is taken as a conclusion.

Illinois Senator Tells 
Georgia Graduates That

Athens, Ga., June 17.—(Special.) 
Branding war es a curse, “morally 
and financially,” and expressing the 


’}opinion that while wars will never 


be stopped, but that much strife can 
be avoided by arbitration, United 
States Senator W. B. McKinley, of 
Illinois, declared here today ix his 
baccalaureate address at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia that America should 
take the lead in forming a world 
court of arbitration. 

Senator McKinley, who is a de- 
scendant of former Chancellor Finley, 
addressing the students continued: 

Personality Counts. 

“You are just starting out; go after 
the big job; learn first to govern your- 
self in order that you may govern 
others,” he advised. “Along with 
energy and good judgment,  cul- 
tivate an -agreeable personality. 
Never tell your troubles—others do 
not care to hear them, they want to 
tell their own. Listen to theirs, be 
patient, never show anger, let the 
other fellow do the talking. He will 
tell you something you do not know. 
Be honest to yourself and honest and 
loyal to your employer.” 

In coneluding his address, Senator 
McKinley referred to conditions in 
Europe and branded war as a curse, 
“morally and financially.” While ex- 
pressing the opinion all war cannot 
be stopped, he said he believed much 
strife can be prevented through ar- 
bitration. 

“President Harding and President 
Coolidge have recommended we come 
to an understanding with the great 


nations in the .world and join in a 
court for arbitration and the limiting 
of war,’ he said. “It does seem as 
if we, a civilized Christian people. 
should so lead. Let me close by 
saying we can thayk God and onr 
forefathers for guod government 
founded upon religion and _ ediuca- 
tion.’

Letter Refused. 

He was refused his church letter on 
May 31 because his views were at ya- 
riance with the views of other mem- 
bers of the church, but was offered 
either a letter attesting his good char- 
acter and omitting an indorsement of 
his orthodoxy, or the privilege of vol- 
untary withdrawal. In a letter to 
H. D. Chapman, the church clerk, a 
copy of which Dr. Fox mailed to The 
Telegraph, he refuses both these offers 
and says: “If the only alternative is 
the filing of a charge of heresy against 
me, you have my cordial permission 
to go ahead.” 

Dr. Fox is stationed at the United 
States department of agriculture’s bu- 
reau of entomology at Riverton, N. J., 
having left Macon early in May to 
accept the place, after he was ejected 
from the faculty of Mereer univer- 
sity because of his unorthodox views. 
Before he left, he held conferences 
with Dr. €I. M. Fugate, pastor of 
the church, in which Dr. Fugate of- 
fered, in behalf of the church to give 
him a certificate of good character 
or to allow him to withdraw.

‘Governor Withholds 


Action on Demand 
Of State Schools 


_No action was taken by Governor 
Clifford Walker on Wednesday in re- 
gard to the demand for $3,632.623.04 
which Superintendent of Schools N. 
H. Ballard made on Tuesday, claim- 
ing that this amount was still due 
the common schools from the state 
treasury for the year 1924. 

Superintendent Ballard based his 
claim on that clause in the appropria- 
tion for common schools which states 
that the schools shall get half of the 
total state revenue above $8,500,000. 
The flalt appropriation of $4,250,000 
is made in addition to this provisional 
appropriation. 

Superintendent Ballard claims that 
this proviso makes no exemptions of 
any kind and that, in addition to half 
of the regular revénue, the schools 
should get half of all special taxes,

By the testimony of Miss Amelia 
hall, a nurse who~ attended young 
McClintock in his last illness; L. L. 
McArthur, assistant secretary of the 
Northern Trust company; William 
Miller, a Chicago Tribune reporter, 
and Elbert Allen, a court reporter, 
the prosecution sought to show that 
Shepherd said he knew or attributed 
to young MeClintock, such a _ state- 
ment, the youth’s final illness was 
typhoid, several days before a med- 
ical diagnosis. 

Read Long Statements. 


Much of today’s session was taken 
up with the reading of a very long 
transcript of the statement Shepherd 
made to the state’s attorney when in- 
vestigation of the death of Billy Me- 
Clintock was undertaken. 

After the long statement was finish- 
ed Prosecutor Crowe read a _ second 
statement by the defendant made after 
Charles C. Faiman had confessed that 
for a promise of $100,000 he taught 
Shepherd how to kill the rich youth 
and supplied live typhoid germs for 
the deed. 

In it Shepherd denied that he knew 
Faiman or that he ever had visited 
Faiman’s National University of 
Sciences af which Faiman said Shep- 
herd studied and obtained bacilli. 

Miss Hall testified that upon her 
arrival at the Shepherds’ McClintock 
home, a week after “Billy” MeClin- 
tock became ill, the youth was delir- 
ious. She testified also that Shep- 
herd had told her that “Billy” had 
said, prior to a doctor's diagnosis, that 
he had typhoid fever, and that Shep- 
herd told her he had given the youth 
a cathartic.

She is survived by nine children, 
Michael K. Horne, Mrs. William 
White Johnson and Mrs. H. A. Rus- 
sell, Charlotte, N. C.; Mrs. Frank

BISHOP KEILEY. 

In the death Wednesday of Bish- 
op Benjamin J. Keiley, retired, the 
Catholic denomination loses one of 
its most distinguished dignitaries in 
America; the south a loyal son; 
Georgia one of its most widely- 
known and deeply beloved citizens; 
the remnants of the Confederate 
hosts one of its devoted members. 

Born in Virginia in 1847, he 
joined the army of General Lee 
when a lad of seventeen, and as a 
private during the remainder served 
with marked heroism and_ valor. 
His love for the confederacy—for 
the cause that was lost—was a 
priceless memory, and he never 
tired of talking and writing about 
those memorable days. 

Following the war he studied for 
the priesthood in Rome, and com- 
pleted his college education. Re- 
turning to America he first became 
vicar general for Delaware and sub- 
sequently served the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception in Atlanta 
as priest for many years. He be- 
came vicar general for Georgia, and 
in 1900, upon the death of Bishop 
Becker, he was elevated to the bish- 
opric of Savannah and was conse- 
crated by the late Cardinal Gibbons. 


Upon his retirement in 1922, 
forced by the infirmities of age, he 
took up his residence at St. Jos- 
eph’s infirmary, in Atlanta, by in- 
vitation. 

Bishop Keiley was a man of pro- 
found learning, and of great 
strength as weil as gentleness of 
character. He was a masterful fig- 
ure in his church, holding the af- 
fection of his people firmly through 
his great ability, unyielding convic- 
tion, and virile practice of the reli- 
gion he taught. 

So great was his cofsecration, 
and so sincere his life’s work, that 
his circle of friends extended far 
beyond the confines of his own 
church. He was loved by Protest- 
ants and Catholics alike. 
™-Thousands of devoted friends in 
all walks of life mourn the passing 
of this gentle spirit.

Any. plain 
clothes official, clothed .with ar- 
Pasting authority, can stand at al- 
most any of the traffic boulevard 
intersections and make a hundred 
arrests in a 24-hour day. A corre- 
spondent of The Constitution is au- 
thority for the information that he 
slowly drove into and through the 
city at 2 a. m. to 3 a. m., en route 
from the south north, and traveling 
at night, and he was kept dodging 
wild night drivers. some of them 
noticeably drunk, ‘and in the differ- 
ent parties there were usually both 
men and women. A human life is 
too cheap in Atlanta when day after 
day, week in and out, fatal trage-. 
dies result from collisions, reckless- 
ness and intoxication. 

More laws are unnecessary. A 
law is worth less than the time of 
the author to write it unless it is 
enforced. There is a gradual edging 
away from traffic law enforcement 
in Atlanta, and human life always 
pays the penalty. It is too sacred, 
and the responsibility is too great 
a one to admit of temporizing.

He quotes from Michelet, the 
historian, who wrote as far back as 
1863: “Such is the character of Rus- 
sian propaganda. . Yesterday she told 
us she represented Christianity, to- 
morrow she will tell us she represents 
socia ” The great historian de- 
fined Russia as a country as “a 
world opposed to law, a country that 
does not seek 1) ogress, but that to. 
the contrary marches ever backward 
and returns to the barbarous state of 
antiquity. She does. admit the ex- 
istenee of civilization. only for the 
pu of dissolving the western 
world in chaos.” These words were 
written sixty years ago, long before 
the advent of Lenin and his associ- 
ates and even before the liberal move- 
ment showed any sign of vigor. M. 
Juvenal thinks that the hoisting of 
the red flag on the Russian embassy 
in Paris does not represent an ih- 
ternational emblem, but rather a for- 
eign flag. If that flag is but’ the 
flag of a foreign power, it may be 
argued that it represents pan-slay- 
ism, the same pan-slavism which 
hopes to extend its influence over 
Asia and seek the control of Con- 
stantinople. This argument seems a 
little far fetched. Communism has 
little hold on the native Russian 
peasant. Its people and direction is 
in the hands of internationalists, who 
have their allies in spiritual kindred 
everywhere in the world. For in- 
stance M. Cachin, the tumultuous de- 
bater of the French chamber, could 
not be accused of pan-slavism. Yet 
he worships at the same shrine as 
Messieurs Vinovieff ,and Stalin.

The combined shipments of 25

It is.-unnecessary to contrast 
grandina’s. experience with the experi- 
ence of the average young woman of 
today, I. merely want to raise the 
question how come.

teeth, persuading them to go early 
and often to the dentist for proper 
care of slight cavities which were 
formerly overlooked or neglected. 

The dentists themselves are en- 
titled to much credit for their per- 
sonal and publie educational work: 
the instruction of children in the 
rezular use of the tooth brush, for in- 
stance, although of no direct value in 
my opinion, does unquestionably do 
for the young ones what advertising 
by the tooth brush and dentifrice 
concerns has done for older folks, 
that is, it teaches the children to 
have their teeth looked after by 
the dentist. ; 

Even such publicity as I have given 
the tooth. brush in this column-——mad- 
dlening as it is to some of the old fogy 
dentists—serves the purpose of call- 
ing people’s attention to their teeth 
and suggesting to them the advisa- 
bility of a visit to the dentist. 

I wish we could say that personal 
health betterment in general has kept 
pace with the progress we have made 
in the care of our teeth, but, alas.

Weekly Crop and Weather 
Summary of Cotton | Be Fal 


Washington, June 17.—Crop and 
weather conditions in southern states 
for the week ended yesterday were 
summarized by the department of ag- 
riculture today as follows: 

Moderate temperatures to rather 
warm weather prevailed in the south 
and while rainfall was of rather local 
nature, good showers occurred in 


many places in’ the eastern, central 
and northwestern portions of the cot- 
ton belt. Moisture was still insuffi- 
cient, however, in some sections, and 
droughty conditions continued over 
the southwestern districts; especially 
in central and southern Texas. 
Cotton made fair to very good 
progress in the Rio Grande valley and 
in western and northern Texas, but 
it deteriorated in many central and 
south portions where plants are small 
and blooming prematurely, with some 
dying; the general condition of the 
crop in Texas varies greatly, ranging 
from very poor to very good, depend- 
ing on the local moisture. In Okla- 
homa, Arkansas and Louisiana growth 
was fairly good to excellent, though 
there was some damage by wind and 
sand storms in western Oklahoma. 
Rarly cotton is blooming in south- 
eastérn Oklahoma, and squares are 
forming in nearly all parts of Arkan- 
sas. 
It was too dry and growth was slow 
ih eastern and extreme northern Mis- 
sissippi, but plants made fairly good 
growth elsewhere in that state, and 
progress was mostly satisfactory in 
Alabama. In Georgia it was still too 
dry for good. growth in many locali- 
ties, but otherwise cotton made very 
good progress, with late fields show- 
ing improvement. Conditions were 
satisfactory in Florida, and also in 
eastern South Carolina where rainfall 
was helpful, but only fair growth was 
reported from the northwestern part 
of the state where moisture was in- 
sufficient. Cotton improved consid- 
erably in North Carolina, except in 
the southwest, and growth was good in 
Virginia. Considerable increase in 
weevil activity was noted in some 
southern districts of the belt. 

Peaches are ripening rapidly in the 
South Atdantic area, and citrus trees 
are putting on much new growth in 
Florida. 

Rainfall benefited minor crops in 
the South Atlantic and east Gulf 
states, especially cane in Louisiana, 
which is making excellent growth. 
Tobacco setting is délayed by dry 
weather in eastern Kentucky. This

NICKEL PLATE MERGER 
OPPONENTS WIN PONT 


Washington, June 17.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Opponents of the 
Van Sweringen Nickel Plate merger 
project were successful today in bring- 
ing about a rehearing by the inter- 
state commerce commission on its 1925 
order, giving O. P. and M. J. Van 
Sweringen and their associates per- 
mission to serve as directors of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio and Hocking 
Valley systems, as well as the Nickel 
Plate. 

Attorneys for the George Cole Scott 
committee of dissenting minority 
stockholders in the Chesapeake and 
Ohio sought the reopening of the 19238 
matter in aq petition filed early in the 


proposal, and the decision was 
nounced today simultaneously with re- 
sumption of these proceedings. his 
phase of the Van Sweringen directo- 
rates was not touched upon otherwise, 


however, at today’s hearing. 

The Scott opposition, which result- 
ed in the reopening of the older phases 
of the Van Sweringen project, declar- 
ed that the interlocking directorate 
constituted “a fraud upon the stock- 
holders of the Chesapeake and Ohio” 
and drew forth an answer in behalf of 
the Van Sweringen directors generally 
denying its contentions. The Van 
Sweringens, by using their control of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio to forward 
the sonditidation project, it was aHeg- 
ed, disregarded the rights of minority 
stockholders and violated the commis- 
sion order permitting them to manage 
the affairs of three of the railroads, 
which they now propose to fuse with 
the Nickel Plate system. 

Testimony taken today came from 
several West Virginia coal mine oper- 
ators, all of whom asserted that the 
unification of the Nickel Plate, Erie, 
Pere Marquette, Chesapeake and Ohio 
and Hocking Valley railroads, which 
the Van Sweringen plan proposes, 
would benefit shippers and the public.

BIG JUMP SEEN 
IN WHEAT PRICES 


Chieago, June 17.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Nearly a 7-cent bushel 
sudden jump in the value of wheat 
today accompanied news from Fargo, 
N. D., that black rust had appeared 
in the fertile Red River valley, one 
of the most famous wheat producing 
regions of the world. Millions of bush- 
els damage has in times past result- 
ed from black rust. 

Today's extreme advance in prices, 
however, failed to hold in full, and 
the market closed nervous, at 5 5-8 
to 6 cents net gain. July 155 3-8 to 
155 1-8 and September 152 5-8 to 
152-34. Corn finished at 3 1-4 to 
4 7-8 cents up, oats 2 1-2 to 3 1-8 
cents higher, and, provisions varying 
from 12 cents decline to a rise of 
10 cents. ; 

The upward rush of wheat prices 
culminated in the last hour of trading 
after a series of rapid changes that 
began as soon as the market opened. 
An unexpected advance in Liverpool 
quotations tendered a good deal of 
early strength to the market here 
and so too did indications that a hot 
wave was spreading northward. 
Knowledge that hot moist weather is 
a swift promoter of black rust was 
carefully weighed in this connection, 
but it was only after actual discov- 
ery of black rust in North Dakota 
had been confirmed that the market 
went skyward in good earnest. 

Accelerating ‘the final soaring of 
wheat values was a wave of general 
commission house buying and a decid- 
ed scarcity of speculative offerings ex- 
cept just before the finish. HEnlarged 
export purchasing, the most active in 
some time, tended further to lift the 
market, and so too did an unofficial 
estimate that the probable yield of 
domestic winter wheat had been cur- 
tailed 4,000,000 bushels since the lat- 
est government report, a decrease en- 
tirely aside from any black rust dam- 
age to spring wheat in the northwest. 
Violence of the new advance in prices 
contrasted strongly with recent severe 
depression of the market for a week 
or more and 20 cents a bushel decline. 

Corn and oats went higher owing 
to sympathy with wheat. 

For the most part provisions re- 
flected steadiness of hog values.
